These nmeasures have been del ayed in order
to provide at least 2 full years of data on the fishery so
that the Whiting Monitoring Conmttee can fully assess the
effectiveness of the current managenent neasures. This action
conforms with the intent of the Miltispecies Fishery
Managenment Pl an.

Therefore, the current managenent neasures for snmall-nmesh
mul ti species will remain in effect through April 30, 2003.
